Bondage 
or Slauery, is a reſtraint from thoſe ations, which 
the minde (of it owne accord) doth moſt willingly 
deſire: to performe the intents and purpoſes of an- 
others diſpofition , and that not but by manſuetude 
orſweetneſle of intreatie ; butby the force of autho- 
ritic and firength of compulſion. Now for mee to 
follow change,according to the limitation ofmine 
owne will and pleaſure, there cannot bee a greater 
freedome. Nor do I in my delight of change other- 
wiſe then as the whole world doth,or as becommeth 
a davghter of the world to doc. For what is the 
world , but a very ſhop or ware-houſe of change? 
Sometimes Vinter,ſometimes Summer; day and 
night: they hold ſometimes Riches, ſometimes Po- 
vertie, ſometimes Health, ſometimes Sickneſſe: new 
Pleaſure; preſerly Anguiſh;z now Honour; then con- 
tempr:andto conclude, there-is nothing but change, 
which doth ſurround and mixe withall our For- 
tunes. And will you hauc poore woman ſvch a fixed 
Starre, that ſhee-ſhall not ſo much as moue or twin- 
kle in her owne 'Spheare ? That were true Slavery 
indeed, anda Baſenefle beyond the chaines of the 
worſt ſeruirude. Nature to every thing ſhe hath crea« 
ted, hath giuen a fangular delight in chatge, as to 
Hearbs,Plants and I rees atime to wither andſhead 
their leaues, atime ro budde and bring forth their 
leaues,and arime for their Fruits and Flowers: To 
wormes and creeping things a time to hide them- 
ſclues in the pores and hollowes ofthe earth, and a 
Lime to cone abroad and ſucke the deaw; To Beaſts 
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libertlero chuſerheir foode , liberty to delight in 
their food,and liberty to feed and grow fat with their 
food.The Birds have the ayre to fly in,the waters to 
bathe in,and the carth to feed on. But to man, both 
theſe and all thingselſe,to alter, frame and faſhion, 
according as his will and delight ſhall rule him. A- 
gainc,who will robthe eye ot the variety of obieCts, 
the care ofthe delight of ſounds , the noſe of ſmels, 
the tong of taſts,& the hand of feeling ? & ſhall only 
woman,excellent woman; ſo thuch better in that ſhe 
is ſomething purer , be onely depriued of this bene- 
fit? Shall ſhe bee the Bond(Jaue of Time,the Hand- 
maid of opinion,or the ftrift obſeruer of euery froſty 
or cold benummed imagination?Itwere a cruclry be- 
ond the Racke or Strapado. 

But you will ſay it is not Ch:yge,but Noveltie, from 
which you deterre vs: a thing that doth euert the 
good, and ereftthe euill; preferre the faithleſſe,and 
confound deſert that with the change of Ofinions 
breeds the change of States,and with continuall alce» 
rations thruſts headlong forward both Ruine and 
Subuerſion. Alas (ſoft Sir) whatcan you chryflen by 
that new imagined Title, when the words of a wiſe- 
manare ; that what ws ene , ts but done againe : all

zew thing. Sothat whatſocnerwee doe or imitate, ir 

is neither $lauiſh,Baſe,nor a breeder of Novelty.

To alter creation,wereto walke on my hands with 
my heeles vpward,to feed my ſelt with my feet,or to 
forſake the ſweet ſound of ſweer words , for the hiſ- 
ſing noiſe ofthe Serpent: but I walk witha face erc&- 
ed,with a body cloathed,with a mind buſied, & with 
a heart full of reaſonable and deuout cogitations ;

O miſera- 
rable feruitude chained onely to Baſcneſlc and Fol- 
ly ! for then cuſtome, nothing is more abſurd, no- 
thing more fooliſh.

will keare the Wile , and bee deafe to Ideors, give 


counſel to my friend, but bee dumbe to flatterers, 1 
haue hands that ſhali bee Jiberall to reward defert, 
feere that ſhall moue ſwiftly ro do good offices, and 
thoughts that ſhall cuer accompany freedome and 


ſeverity, If this bee barbarous, let me leauc the Citie, 
and live with creatures of like ſimplicity. 


To conclude, you ſay wee arc all guilty of mol 
infinite folly and indiſcretion. I confeſle, that Dzſore- 
tion is the rrue ſalt which ſeafoneth euery excelleney, 
eyther in Man or Woman, and without it nothing is

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well, nothing is worthy : that want diſgraceth our 
ations, ſtaineth our Vertves , and indeed makes vs 
moſt prophaneand irreligions, yet it is cuer found in 
exceſſe, as in too much, or too little: and of which of 
theſc are wee guilty; do we weare too many cloathes 
or too few ? if too many, wee ſhould opprefle Na- 
ture, if too few, we ſhould bring ſickneſle ro Nature ; 
but neither of theſe wee do, for what we do weare is 
ware, Wifty and wholeſome, then no cxceſle, and 
ſo no indiſcretion : where is then the error? onely 
in the Faſhion, onely inthe Cuſtome. Oh for mercy 
ſake bind vs not to ſo hatefull a companion, but re-

ple. Phalaris (though an extreme tyrant) when he 
executed the inuenter of the Brazen Bull in the Bull) 
did it not ſo much for the pleaſure he tooke'in the 
torment,as to cut from the earth a brgine ſo diveliſh 
and full of vnciuill and vnnaturall inventions. And 
ſure had the firſt inuenter of your diſguiſe perifht with 
all her cooplements about her, a world had been pre- 
ſerued from ſcandall and flander; for from one cuill 
ro beger infigites, or tonouriſh fin with a delight in 
finne, is of all habits the laweſt, ignobleſt and baſeft, 

Now, whoknowes not, thatto yeeld to baſencſle, 
muſt needs be folly? (tor what Wiſedome will bee 
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gvilty of irs owne iniury?) To be fooliſhly baſe, how 
can there bee an action more barbarous? and to bee 
baſe, fooliſh and barbarous, how can there appeare 
any: ſparke , twinkle, or but ember of diſcretion or 
indgement? So that notwithſtanding your claborat 
plea for freedome, your ſeuere condemnation of 
cuſtome, your fayre promiſe of ciuill ations, and 
your temperate auoiding of exceſſe, whereby you 
would ſeemeto hugge and imbrace diſcretion; yet 
till you weare hats to defend the Sunne,notto cauer 


ſhorne locks, Caules to adorne the head, not Grege- 


riaus to warme idle braines, till you weare innocent 
white Ruffes,not icalous yellow iaundis'd bands,well 
ſhapr, comely andcloſe Gownes,nor light skirts and 
French doublets, for Poniards, Samplers,for Piſtols 
Prayer-bookes, and for ruffled Bootes and Spurres, 
neate Shooes and cleane-garterd Stockings, you 
ſhall neuer loſe the title of Baſeneſie , YVnnataralxes, 
Shameleſatſſe, and Fooliſhneſſe , you ſhall feede Bal- 
lads , makerich ſhops, arme contempt, and onely 
ſtarue and make poore your ſeives and your reputa-- 
rions.
